sures and Hence is Unconstitutional1

The law passed by the last legisla- 


ture making eight hours a legal work- 
ing day has been declared unconstitu- 
tional. 


The Virginia City Jleport of last 


evening said: 


"The case of Professor Phillips, ar- 


lested for a. violation of the eight- 
hour law passed at the last legisla- 
tive session and who was fined $100 
by Justice of the Peace Damon 
at 


Dayton and the case appealed to the 
district court of Lyon county, came 
UP for hearing in that tribunal yester- 
day before Judge M. A Murphy, who 
declared the law unconstitutional on 
the ground that the Nevada constitu- 
tion provides that no bill passed by 
the legislature covering two separate 
measures can be operative. 
Had two 


separate bills been 
introduced and 


passed, one making eight hours a day's 
labor (in underground work In mines 
and another making the same hours 
a day's labor In ore reduction woiks— 
under separate titles—the acts would 
have been constitutional. The decision 
may be appealed to the Supreme Court 
by labor unions " 


The Carson News said: 
"In Dayton yesterday, Judge Murphy 


declared the eight-hour, law passed by 
the late legislature, to be unconstitu- 
tional, 


"About everybody suimised that it 


was such and it is charged that the 
Introducers and apparently most en- 
thusiastic workers in Its behalf, well 
knew that it would not stand the tests 
of the courts, as it stood 
The eight- 


hour law was a. political expediency "

DISCOVERED YESTERDAY.

Party of Scientists from California 


University Will Examine the Pe- 


culiar Fossils in a fFew Days. 


Thds- afternoon, says 


darson News, a number of valuable* 
fossils were uncovered at the bonk 
behind the Gardner house a mile soutlt 
of this city. 


Mr. Gardner, while getting out ma-. 


terial for the hill several years ago, 
noticed some indentions which he be- 
lieved to be tracks, but nothing was 
done toward uncovering them or pre~ 
serving them until a few days ago- 
when J. A Terington took the matter 
in charge and employed men tn con- 
tinue the work 


Almost 
immediately tracks were- 


uncovered and today gradually grew 
from the edge the bones of some pre- 
historic animaJ. 


The bones are in a fair state of pre- 


sevation and are distinct enough to- 
be readily recognized amd property 
classified by scientists. 
The tracks^ 


are of great number and at the pres- 
ent working are sixteen feet beneatlt 
the surface of the ground. 


The tracks are round, about eigh^ 


or ten inches in diameter, and are. 
thought to more closely resemble the- 
track made by some animal of the; 
rhinocerous tribe than the elephant. 


These tracks are about on a line 


with those made at the prison,,, an.$ 
promise to greatly enrich the world's 
knowledge ofthe past. 


Professor Merrim and party from 


the University of California are ex- 
pected to arrive in this city in a few 
days to spend some time here pursu-, 
ing the investigation. In the mean-, 
time work will proceed and the great- 
est care taken to leave undisturbed 
all that will aid the scientists in com- 
ing to some conclusion.

AJI Ordinance to fix i and regulate 
licenses upon certain business, trades 
and amusements in the City of Reno. 


The City Council of the City of Reno 


•do ordain 


Section 1 —The persons, firms, as- 


sociations or corporations doing1 such 
branches of business, and carrying on 
such trades as hereinafter specified 
shall obtain from &aid city and pay 
tor the license hereinafter specified. 


Sec. 2.—All licenses shall be taken 


•out quarterly, 
monthly, weekly or 
daily as provided herein and paid for 
in advance. 
All licenses taken out 
pursuant to the requirements of this 
Ordinance shall be posted and kept by 
the party or parties taking out the 
same in a conspicuous place in or 
about the place of business of the per-

Sec 3,—Any pet son, film, associa- 


tion^ or corporation whose duty it 
snail be under the requirements of 
this Ordinance to take out a. license 
"who shall fail to do go at the time 
required, or within two days there- 
after shall pay as a penalty for such 
delay ten per cent in addition to the 
original amount and shall be liable

There are places in Kan- 
s-as where they cut four crops a year 
and the first crop will far outweigh 
ours. 
Cut it has a tough and stringy 


growth and is not fed to horses. 
It 


has not the sugar in it that there is in 
our alfalfa. 
The same conditions that 


make the sugar beets here contain 
more saccharine matter than anywhere 
else in the world also make perfect 
our alfalfa; ana it is this quality that 
makes the finest honey in the world. 


Our valley will ever be prosperous 


if it never grows anything but alfalfa.
